Baseball Plans Explained to Community 


T he D.C. Sports and Entertainment 
Commission explained its plans 
for building a ballpark at So. Capi¬ 
tol and N St. SE to a large crowd gathered 
in the multipurpose room at Southeastern 
University on Nov. 1. Representing the 
commission were Allen Leew, CEO; Bob 
Busier, design manager; Alan Harwood, 
environmental; Lou Slade, transportation; 
Tony Robinson, public information, and 
Attorney Claude Bailey. 

Three of many issues discussed were 
noise affecting the neighboring areas 
because of the orientation of the third 
base line parallel to So. Capitol St., high

intensity light flooding into the neighbor¬ 
hood from tall poles, and benefit oppor¬ 
tunities for the neighborhood. 

Commission consultants had measured 
the foot candles of light reaching in dif¬ 
ferent directions at the Camden Yard 
ballpark in Baltimore and the decibels of 
sound in different directions and at dif¬ 
ferent distances at Camden Yard. Laying 
these measurements on a map of the So. 
Capitol St. area, the consultants argued 
that light and noise would not be a prob¬ 
lem for neighbors of the Washington ball 
team. 

Suggestions from the audience for 


community benefits included providing 
apprenticeships and jobs, renovating ath¬ 
letic fields, a grocery store and restaurants, 
adult education 

The commission representatives 
claimed that in renovating RFK Stadium 
for baseball use 82% of the workers were 
D.C. residents. 

A similar meeting was held the next 
week at King-Greenleaf Recreation Cen¬ 
ter and further meetings are planned. 
Local contracting and apprenticeships 
were addressed at a public meeting down¬ 
town on Nov. 2.

August Wilson: 

1945-2005 

T he Arena Stage website 
www.arenastage.org has 
Artistic Director Molly 
Smiths comments on the loss of 
playwright August Wilson. She 
ends with these words: 

“At Arena Stage, Tazewell 
Thompson and Seret Scott have 
championed his work as of late, 
with productions of Ma Raineys 
Black Bottom (2002-2003) and The 
Piano Lesson (2004/05), respec¬ 
tively. These and two past pro¬ 
ductions - Fences (1989/90) also 
directed by Tazewell Thompson 
and Joe Turners Come and Gone 
(1987/88) directed by Lloyd Rich¬ 
ards — showcased the beauty and 
power of Wilsons written words 
and the magic of his theatrical 
imagination. It is no surprise that 
artists clamored to work with him 
and audiences grew eager for each 
successive play in his canon.” 

“The loss of August Wilson is 
devastating to the American the¬ 
ater. But his poetic genius lives on. 
Molly”

ith August Wilsons death on 
Oct. 2 at age 60 playgoers and 
other admirers of Wilson sense 
the loss of plays not written and poems 
not recorded. 

My memories include having enjoyed 
most of his plays at least once and having 
met him twice. 

The first occasion was in 1987. I was 
walking down Fourth St. SW when I saw 
a familiar cloth-capped figure approach. It 
was August Wilson, in town to help shape 
Arena Stages production of “Joe Turners 
Come and Gone.” (I wish I had said to 
Wilson that my wife and I felt we were at 
the opera when we saw his plays, his prose 
being the music and his dialogue the 
arias). But all I managed was how much 
we admired his work. 

He asked if we had seen “Fences,” his 
most popular work, and I replied, “Not 
yet, but we saw ‘Ma Raineys Black Bot¬ 
tom 5 in New York.” That was his break¬ 
through play. He seemed pleased, and a 
little surprised. 

My second meeting with Wilson was 
in 2001 at his appearance at the Dept, 
of Agriculture auditorium under the aus¬ 
pices of the Smithsonian. He was in town 
helping hone “King Hedley II” at the 
Kennedy Center. I knew Wilson lived in 
Seattle and the TV news was reporting a 
6.8 earthquake in Seattle, so I walked over

to him and asked whether he knew of the 
quake. He smiled shyly and said Yes, he 
had talked to his family just before he 
came to the event. 

Then he told me how friends and col¬ 
leagues, after the Broadway production 
of “Seven Guitars 55 (in which a rooster 
looms large) sent him rooster figures of 
various sizes and materials. These figures 
were displayed in his Seattle home. When 
he talked to his young daughter on the 
telephone about the earthquake, she told 
him, “The wooden roosters are OK! 55 . 

After this, “Seven Guitars 55 became my 
favorite Wilson play. I find much consola¬ 
tion in the fact that August Wilson knew 
that his plays will endure. These “wooden 
roosters 55 are “okay 55 and will be performed 
as long as plays are produced and boards 
are trod.

I t is very difficult to find a decent 
sandwich, or a cup of soup, in South¬ 
west DC anymore so I was delighted 
when a Waterside Towers neighbor told 
me about the wonders of the grilled 
chicken sandwich with lots of onions 
available for less than $4.00 at a little grill 
called Kellys Food Works in Southwest 
DC. I found that Kellys, located at 409 
3rd Street, SW, right next to the Federal 
South Metro stop, offered a wide selection 
of good food for reasonable prices and was 
worth the walk from 6th Street. Today I 
couldn’t locate the grill with its name in 
reddish neon in the window. I stopped 


a man walking in the area and asked 
about Kellys. “They were here last week 
but on Monday they were gone,” and 
he pointed at the window, painted white 
on the inside, with a sign on the outside: 
“Starbucks coming soon.” Another man 
joined us on the sidewalk, “My friends 
and I used to eat here three or four times 
a week, what are we going to do?” I 
shook my head in response, and walked 
away wondering if a $4 Starbucks drink 
will be as filling as Kellys grilled chicken 
with onions, and mumbling to myself 
about whether or not the gentrification of 
Southwest has to mean the starvation of 
its present residents.

Culture, Learning 
Along Circulator Route

C irculator buses are the “in thing” 
not only in DC, but also in many 
other US communities. Accord¬ 
ing to an Illinois six-county website, a 
“circulator route travels around a commu¬ 
nity on a set schedule.” Well, the DC Cir¬ 
culator bus has an almost set schedule but 
forget SW bus service if the Mall is tied up 
with Marine Marathons or a Million Man 
March. The Illinois website notes that cir¬ 
culators move riders between high-traffic 
areas and transit centers. Not in DC here 
the DC Circulator 7th Avenue bus moves 
among high-traffic areas and transit cen¬ 
ters and the Arena Stage in Southwest 
and the Shakespeare Theatre Company 
and the Woolly Mammoth Theater and 
the Goethe-Institute and the 
National Archives and the 
National Galleries, all close 
by the 7th Street route taken 
by the Circulator. In other 
words, the Circulator Bus 
connects everyone in South¬ 
west Washington to culture, 
lots of culture. 

Southwest residents are 
especially aware of our own 
Arena Stage and its perfor¬ 
mances. Arena states on its 
website that the community 
is at the heart of the Arena 
Stage, and everyone in South¬ 
west, young and old, knows 
that the Arena Stage is at 
the heart of our community. 

Thanks to the generosity of 
Molly Smith and the Arena, 
not only can SW residents 
see all Arena performances 
at reasonable prices, they can 
invite friends to share the 
special community tickets. 

But Arena and the other 
nearby theaters those acces¬ 
sible by the DC Circulator 
—offer even more than their wonderful 
performances—they offer lifelong learning 
in seminars, panels, discussion series, staged 
readings, think tanks, epilogues, exhibitions, 
colloquium, post-show talks all for free or a 
nominal fee. These Audience Enrichment 
Programs offer playgoers an opportunity to 
deepen their theater-going experience. 

At the Shakespeare, Windows on 
Shakespeare is a discussion series offering 
an introduction to the current produc¬ 
tion by local scholars and members of 
the artistic staff on the Sunday afternoon 
of preview week (MCI games may esca¬ 
late parking prices in the area, but SW 
residents can take the Circulator bus). 
Post-show discussions with members of 
the acting company are held immediately 
after selected performances. Classics in 
Contrast seminars are scheduled through¬ 
out the season to enhance the experience 
of each production through in-depth dis¬ 
cussions on production histories, social 
and cultural contexts, and examinations 
of the relevancy of the production in its 
own time and ours. 


At the Arena, Molly’s Salon offers in- 
depth conversations with actors, directors 
and playwrights about the play itself. The 
latest salon was held on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 7th and was a conversation featuring 
Senior Dramaturg Mark Bly and Charles 
Randolph-Wright, the playwright and 
director of “Cuttin Up.” Think tanks 
explore the broader themes and issues 
addressed in contemporary American the¬ 
ater. A recent think tank involved a panel 
of DC religious leaders discussing the role 
of religion and politics in response to the 
Passion Play performance. Post-show epi¬ 
logues give the audience a chance to inter¬ 
act with the actors in discussions provid¬ 
ing background and backstage anecdotes. 

Following the Arenas recent wonder¬ 
ful performance of “Born Yesterday,” 


the Washington play written by Garson 
Kanin in 1945, directed at the Arena 
this year by the talented director Kyle 
Donnelly, and which starred the delight¬ 
ful Suli Holum as Billie Dawn, the the¬ 
ater celebrated the life and career of the 
playwright with a three-day festival. The 
Garson Kanin Festival began with staged 
readings of Kanins plays: “Peccadillo” and 
“Remembering Mr. Maugham.” The Fes¬ 
tival ended with a discussion of Kanins 
legacy by a panel including Michelle Hall, 
Literary Manager of Arena Stage; Jackson 
Bryer, University of Maryland Professor 
Emeritus; Cindy Gueli, doctoral fellow 
and adjunct professor at American Uni¬ 
versity; Howard Kissel, chief drama critic 
at the New York Daily News; and Tappan 
Wilder, nephew and literary executor for 
Thornton Wilder, Kanins mentor. Every 
evening of the festival was memorable and 
the audiences, though few in numbers, 
were enthusiastic.

D uring the month of Jan¬ 
uary 2006, the musical 
world will devote con¬ 
siderable attention to the 250th 
anniversary of the birth of Wolf¬ 
gang Amadeus Mozart on January 
27, 1756, who was arguably the 
greatest genius in musical history. 
The Southwest Chamber Players, 
our local performing arts orga¬ 
nization, plans to celebrate this 
milestone with a five-concert fes¬ 
tival series entitled “MAXIMALLY 
MOZART,” all of which will take 
place during December and Janu¬ 
ary at Saint Augustine’s Episcopal 
Church, Maine Avenue and Sixth 
Street SW. 

Admission to all concerts is total¬ 
ly free, as it has been for the last ten 
years, although donations to defray 
the modest receptions following are 
appreciated.. And seating is unre¬ 
served, though those who arrive 
15 or so minutes ahead of the 7:30 
starting time will naturally get the 
best seats. Program details are not 
completely set as of this writing. 

The first concert will be the 
Players’ regular Christmas program, 
which will be Tuesday December 
20. The others will be scattered 
throughout the month of Janu¬ 
ary Works to be performed will 
include: Piano Trio, K. 564; Piano 
Quartet in G minor, K. 478; Quin¬ 
tet in A for Strings, K. 593; Quin¬ 
tet for Piano and Winds, K. 452;

In its tenth year of free concerts 
in Southwest Maximally Mozart 
will probably represent the most 
extensive performance of Mozart 
in town this year, and is far and 
away the Players’ most ambitious 
undertaking.
